The Strange History of Alvin Harri­ 
son, 
Mho was 
Disappointed 
iii 
Love. 


From the Oswego (Kansas) Correspondent of the 
Indianapolis Sentinel. 
There died one day last week, In this 
vicinity, an aged and eccentric man named 
Alvin Harrison. He was about 73 years of 
age, and was a cousin of cx-Prcsident Har­ 
rison. In 1840 he was a promising young 
lawyer of Ross county. Ohio, and stumped 
the State in the interest of his cousin, "Old 
Tippecanoe.” Several years thereafter he 
quit the practice of law and took up the 
practice of medicine. Later on he became 
engaged to a young lady, and at last the 
happy day was fixed for the celebration of 
this marriage. But before the arrival of 
the eventful day the young lady eloped 
with a stage driver, leaving Mr. Harrison 
to mourn her sudden and unexpected cap­ 
ture. This incident so disgusted Mr. Har­ 
rison with the fickleness of human nature 
aud civilization in general that he tamed 
bis back upon the world, preferring a 
home in tim,trackless wilderness and bar­ 
ren prairies to one in the busy haunts of 
refined life. Some fourteen years ago he 
built a log cabin and took up his abode in 
the Neosho bottoms, and some three miles 
from town. His nearest neighbor at that 
lime was miles away, lie lived all alone 
and subsisted on a scanty and unwhole­ 
some diet and spoiled bacon. 
The cabin 
was open and uncomfortable, while he was 
content 
with 
a 
simple 
pallet of 
straw. He drove a team, poor, bony and 
dilapidated as himself, half-starved, and 
clothed in rope and string harness. 
He 
had an intelligent expression of counte­ 
nance, but w eal about scarcely clad in 
rags and patches of the coarser fabrics; yet 
in the midst of filth and rags he was rec­ 
ognized as a man above average sense and 
educational culture, which always brought 
him respectful deference from all. ii is 
said that aside from his property here, 
which consists of 320 acres of good land 
and some personal property, he owned 
valuable property lo Ohio. 
Borne years since his brother came to see 
him aud endeavored to get him to abandon 
his Isolated existence, but all in vain, for 
he remained alone till the last. 
When it 
was found that he was sick, the kind neigh­ 
bors flocked in and did all in their power 
to alleviate his suffering, but all of no avail. 
After his death a box containing silver 
and bank aotes, deeds, mortgages, etc., was 
fouod and is now in the hanos of respon­ 
sible parties. Quite a number of standard 
works on medicine and law were also 
found. Among hi9 effects was a letter, 
purporting to be lrom his niece, directed 
lo him at Iola, and dated 1865. In it sev­ 
eral names are mentioned, which may 
serve as a clew to the whereabouts of his 
relatives that are living.

The President has recently granted t 
pardon to one Hey wood, who was convict 
ed in Massachusetts for sending obscene 
matter through the United States mails, 
thus reducing his sentence from two years 
to seven months, and making himself mor­ 
ally responsible for all the mischief that 
this man will do during the interval for 
which the President has given him the 
opportunity. 
The abuse ot the pardoning power is an 
evil of constantly increasing magnitude. It 
would be interesting to make a list of ail 
the counterfeiters, liquor swindlers, and 
defaulters who, aller careful trials, difficult 
convictions, and moderate sentences, have 
been almost immediately let loc«e by Mr. 
Hayes, to recommence their preying upon 
society. 
There are many who think that 
in view of these enormous abuses, which 
extend to State as well as National Execu­ 
tives, it would be far better to do away 
with the pardoning power altogether. At 
the yery least, a pardon without the rec­ 
ommendation of the Judge who conducted 
the trial should be made impossible, even 
for the President.

THIRTY YEARS ON THE ROSTRUM. 


S u s a n lf. A n th o n y 's B u s y L if e —H o w 
S h e F o u n d H e r F i e l d o f L a b o r . 
From the New York Exchange. 
Of all the women who have distinguish­ 
ed themselves in the battle for suffrage 
none are entitled to more respect tbau 
Susan B. Anthony. She has been identified 
with the woman movement lor more thaa 
30 years, and ha9 been the object of more 
ridicule, taunts and petty insults from petty 
minds, tnan aDy other woman. 
Her name 
has been made the vehicle of all the coarse 
wit, the Elusive slang, and contemptous 
Jokes of obscure newspapers and the driv­ 
eling weaklings who conduct them. 
£he 
has done tho hard and thankless work of 
the great campaign. Those who come 
after her will receive but few scars. 
She 
has attracted all the arrows the enemy had 
to fling. 
In a conversation with Miss Anthony 
when she was in this city recently, we 
asked her how she came to adopt lecturing 
as a profession. ‘‘I never adopted it,” she 
answered. "I drifted into it. Thirty years 
ago, when the adherents of equal suffrage 
were few aud timorous, I was a regular 
attendant at all the meetings. 
Little by 
little 
I felt pushed into 
the 
work 
that 
has 
been 
the chief busi­ 
ness ct my lite. Sometimes there would 
be a dearth ot speakers, and I would be 
called upon to sp.ak. ll always requires 
a painful effort ta enable me to lace an au­ 
dience. I never once felt at perfect ease 
on the piatiorm. A distinguished man who 
knew me well, said that he never saw me 
come forward to address an audience that 
he did not find his eyc3 fill with tears, be­ 
cause he knew how painful the experience 
was to me.” 
Knowing this, it would be difficult to put 
too high a value upon the perseverance 
and resolution of this distinguished woman, 
which has carried her thus far—she is now 
fifty-nine years old—in a life of unusual 
effort and endurance. 
“Did you ever lecture on anything but 
suffrage ?” 
“Yes;” said Miss Anthony, “but my 
heait was not in It. I yielded to the re­ 
quests and persuasions cf 
friends, and 
wrote another lecture several years ago 
but I felt ail the time that I ought not to 
do it, and after delivering it a lew times I 
made up my mind to never again lecture 
on anything hut the topic I am most in­ 
terested in ” 
Her style of oratory is not particularly 
captivating. It is not calculated to take 
the multitude by storm. It is not uuctious 
or elegant. Her lectures are gothic in con­ 
struction, lull of sharp corners, on which 
the unwary scoffer is gibbited ere he is 
aware. 
It 
has 
become 
quite the 
fashion for suffrage lecturers to flatter men 
until tney, the men, leave the audience 
room with a better opinion of themselves 
than they had when they entered it. Miss 
Anthony is not guilty of any such lobby­ 
ing. Notwithstanding her unquestionable 
justice, we doubt if the vanity of the men 
who hear her Is very much inflated. They 
slink out after the lecture, looking very 
much as though they had been well whip­ 
ped. 
Miss Anthony deals in facts. She de­ 
pends more upon solid and strong argu­ 
ment than elegant diction. She brings an 
array of illustrations, well propped up by 
truth, to substantiate the ground she takes 
that iranchisement is social, political and 
industrial degredation tor women. 
In person she 19 prepossessing, being 
large and rather commanding in appear­ 
ance, with clear cut features, a prominent 
nose, and a wide, persevering, decided 
mouth. Her large, light eyes 
appear 
almost defiant in consequence of the spec­ 
tacles which are constantly worn over 
them. She has none of the graces of the 
favorite piaUormiets. She has something 
to say, aud she says it decidedly, positive­ 
ly ; and her earnestness is stronger than 
the most conspicuous eloquence.

Youth are trained to believe man’s des­ 
tinies are bounded bv the present, and 
without any Uereafter, aud hence the Im­ 
patient and aggressive spirit which seeks 
its gratification at other's expense. Thus

is more than ever required. 
Equality desiderated by the sects is contra* 
ry to Scripture, There are distinctions 
betwen angels in heaven ; a fortiori, there 
must be disiiuctions between men on earth. 
VV lien tyranny prevails, then the church 
shields the oppressed; when the tyrant is 
too strong, sue enjoins resignation. 
Tne Pope justifies man Iago aud sub­ 
servience of woman to man, of child to 
parent, and of servant to master. 
Such 
interdependence rightly observed, in the 
State as in the family, would operate on 
earth as it does in heaven 
Poverty, of 
which Socialism is 
impatient, 
is cor­ 
rected by the church, which, besides her 
own charities, 
enjoins alms-giviog on 
the rich, to whom she thus reconciles 
the poor. Such is the solution of the evils 
for which Socialism seeks a revolutionary 
remedy. Let, therelore, all principalities 
and powers accept the church, the safe­ 
guards of earthly and surety of heavenly 
things. 
The Italic regards the encyclical as an 
appeal to all Catholics to organize a cru­ 
sade against modern institutions, and, with 
that object, to participate in political elec­ 
tions.

A few weeks ago, during the first serious 
storm, a freight arrived at a point between 
De Wilt aud the bridge and there stopped. 
The conductor went ahead in order to 
arrange tor getting into the yard as soon as 
possible.

The Concert Given by tho Bower City 
Rand Last Evening. 
Last evening a fine audience, both in 
numbers aud make-up, gathered at the 
Congregational church to enjoy the sixth 
annual concert of the Bower City Band.

This 
was a very difficult number, full of re­ 
sources, as it gave opportunity for a great 
variety of solo playing the most marked of 
which were alto-bass and cornet.

showed remarkable skill. “The Poet and 
Peasant” evidently pleased the audience

than

It

the most br-illliant and difficult number 
ever performed in this city by the Band, 
but its various changes and movements, 
were rendered with a skill and perfectness 
of detail seldom met with except in purely 
professional orginlz stuns. It received a 
well-merited storm of applause. We doubt 
it the number could have been more cor­ 
rectly rendered by a majority of so-called 
professional bands, taking into account the 
number of performers. The cornet polka* 
by Arban, was a very sprightly number 
which captivated the audience, and the 
Band as a closing piece rendered grandly 
‘Old Hundred.” The Band called forth

Dr. C. T. Barnes, of Chicago, added 
much to the evening's entertainment. His 
tenor solo “Could Thou but K n o w was 
sung only as he could sing it, and appealed 
directly to the sympathy and appreciation 
of the audience, for surely a purer tenor 
and a more conscientious singer never ap­ 
peared before a Janesville audience.

was encored,ani responded, and later in 
the programme gave another song “My 
Dearest Heart,” which was also well re­ 
ceived.
